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Elba voters support sale of alcoholic 
beverages within the city limits

City of Elba ‘voters said 
Tuesday they wanted to end the 
age ald practice, of prohibiting 
the sale of alcoholic beverages: 
within the city limits of Elba 
Poll officials reported a steady 
Stream of voters throught the 
day. even during the afternoon 
rains. The unofficial, but deci- 
sive vote -was. 689 “wet” and 
$33 “dry. That is a total of 1222 
voters with 56.3% voting wet 
and 43.6% casting no votes. In 
real numbers it is. Spread of 
156. votes 

Each of the five Elba voting 
districts supported the change, 
however the 28 absentee votes 
counted were split: 14-14. One 
absentee vote was not, counted 
because the voter failed to have 
the necessary two witnesses (or 
Notary Publicly sign the cover 
envelope

in the box to the right.

official as soon as certified in a 
called meeting of the Elba City 
Cotincil) However the legal sale 
of any alcoholic beverage will 
come some time later 

First; the Elba City Council 
will have to establish a set of 
ordinances governing both: the 
issuing Of licenses and.the sale 
of alcohol. Once these have 
been establish, advertised and 
adopted, individuals and/or 


companies may start applying 
for the necessary city license, to 
accompany the required’ state 
ABC license 

That too must be advertised 
and public hearings held before 
a license is issued, This initial 
group of licenses could wait 
from three to. six months before 
actually being issued a lieense 
to sell alcohol 

The Elba City Council voted 
last-spring to commit any addi 
tional tax revenue (except gen- 
ral sales. tax)~to. the local 
schools, The resolution passed 
on April 8th: included the- fol 
lowing two points: 

Number One: That the City 
Council takes no*position either 
in favor or against: the sale of 
alcoholic beverages in the cor- 
porate limits of the City. of Elba. 

Number Two: That any and 
all revenue received by the city 
on the sale of alcoholic bever- 
ages, with the exception of gen- 
eral sales taxes shall be utilized 
and distributed so as to support 
and fund the Elba City School 
System. 


Coffee County voters make general election decisions

Coffee County voters ignored 
the bad weather Tuesday, Nov. 
5, arid went to the polls to cast 
theif vore "ithe 2002 General 
Election. 

At the end of the day, 13,026 
ballots were cast in Coffee 
County with a focus on several 
county races including sheriff, 
revenue commissioner, | two 
county board of education seats 
and: coroner for both the Elba 
and Enterprise divisions. 

The voters also. marked their 
ballot for yes or no on: three 
statewide amendments and one 
local amendment. The local 
amendment passed by a huge 
margin of 77,68 percent com- 
pared to 22.32 percent. 

Among the county positions 
up for elections Tuesday, all will 
have the incumbent returning to 
office except the Enterprise 
division of coronerin which two 
newcomers. were. campaigning 
for the spot. 

Two state offices up for elec- 
tion locally included State 
Representative, District 91, and 
State Senator, District 31. 

In the’ state representative 
spot, Coffee County voters 
Ca 


chose to. send-incumbent, Terry 
Spicer back to the office bya 
62.07. percent vote compared to 
37.82: percent for his opponent 
Wess Howell. 

As for the state senator spot, 
Coffee County voters went with 
incumbent Jimmy Holley by a 
67.77 percent vote compared to 
31.95 percent for his opponent 
Greg. White. However, Coffee 
County was not the only county 
to make its decision in this race, 
and the final figures were not 
available at press time for this 
race, 

In regards to statewide races, 
the final numbers. also were not 
available at press time, but ‘the, 
Coffee County decision is listed 
below:

therefore, with the combination 
of his busy work schedule and 
moving out of the town limits, 
Strickland said he simply felt it 
was time to step down as a 
council member, 

Mayor Charles Cole said the 
council would need to approve a 
motion to accept Strickland’s 
resignation before a replace-

With that, council member 
Ron McMonagle said he would 
reluctantly offer a motion {to 
accept the resignation of council 
member Ricky Strickland from 
the District Four seat. Council 
member Johnnie Herron. also 
used the word “reluctantly” us 
he supplied a second for the 
motion which passed by @.unan 
imous vote. 

Cole said the council will now 
have to pick someone {o fill the 
District Four seat for - the 
remaining time of the current 
term of office. The mayor then 
offered an appeal for anyone 
who lives in the District Four 


aréa.of New Brockton and is 
intérested in filling the position 
to come by the New Brockton 
Town Hall to pick up the proper 
paperwork for submission of 
his/her name. 

According to the agenda for 
Monday evening's meeting, the 
council was going to make its 
decision regarding a resolution 
for a department of transporta- 
tion grant; however, Cole asked 
the council members to table the 
resolution until the next meet- 
ing, Although the council agreed 
{o table the resolution, some 
members took the opportunity 
to make a few suggestions about 
upcoming grants. 

“We have two grants we are 
considering now that are going 
to cost the town approximately 
$30,000 in mwiching funds,” 
McMonagle said, “The town

On a visit to watch my grand- 
son practice football at his 
school in Goffee County on 
October 3 this year, I found 
myself being enlightened to a 
side of the game I didn’t realize 
existed. At the end of a practice 
play a scuffle between two 
players took place. As the 
coach went over to intervene 
something went very wrong. 
The coach grabbed one of the 
players by the arm, the player 
resisted“ and the coach. threw 
him to the ground by his foot 
ball gear. The coach pinned him 
to the ground, holding his face 
mask, the player flat on his 
back. The coach was yelling all 
sorts of profanities, cursing the 
player and threatening him with 
repercussions, mildly — put 
“spanking the playér”.. The 
important thing to understand 
is that the coach mentioned is a 
full grown man and the player 
is an-cight-year-old boy. 

Parents as well as téachers 
and coaches are supposed. to be 
role models to the children, 
How can we ever expect a child 
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to grow up to be a well func- 
tioning and socialized adult, if 
we accept a behavior form a 
grown up, like the one a pic- 
tured above: Faith, love, honor, 
respect and trust begins at 
home and continues along the 
road of education by the help of 
teachers, coaches and other 
grown ups. If any of these 
things is being violated the 
child's foundation is rocked 
and a seed of misbelief and dis- 
trust is planted, The bottom line 
here is how can you explain to 
an eight-year-old boy that a 
grown up man gets so affected 
by a practice football game to 
the extent of assaulting a child 
player attending the little 
league.
